WANTS HER COIN

Declares She Will Give a Trusi
Deed to Protect

Herself.

riccky" Panee. who has endeavored
to break the spendthrift trust and to
be released from the guardianship of
J. A. Magoon. has again gone into
court, this time before the Supreme
I ourt, praying that the Justices do not
reverse the Judgment obtained by her
In the Circuit Court. Having been suc-

cessful in her suit in 'the trial court,
Mrs. Panee. by her attorney, Thomas
Fitch, desires to have the Supreme
Court take the same view of the case
as did the Circuit Court

She says In her motion to dismiss the
appeal, that she does not desire to sub-

mit "unnecessarily to the cost, vexation
and disgrace of a spendthrift trust, but
that by affirming said Judgment of dis-

charge and permitting the execution of
a trust deed," she can "enjoy her own
estate in her own way."

In the motion to the Supreme Court.
"Becky" Panee gives the history of her
case including an inventory of her
property, both real and personal, in the
hands of J. A. Magoon. amounting to
$:7 L'50. She says the income per an-
num from her estate is $1520. She says
he "has no husband or children, no

father or mother living, and no sister,
and no brother except a half-broth- er
